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Tax rates set: 
$10.06 residential, 
$20.28 industrial

While home values continue the 
downward spiral begun in 1989, 
Wilmington homeowners can 
expect a tax rate hike of $1.30 per 
thousand dollars of assessed value in 
1992. 

At Monday's tax classification 
hearing held by the board of 
selectmen, Principal Assessor Tony 
Krzeminski recommended a 
residential tax rate of $10.06 per 
thousand and a commercial/ 
industrial tax rate of $20.28 per 
thousand. In 1991, the residential 
rate was $8.76 and the CIP rate was 
$16.63. 

Selectmen unanimously approved 
the new rates, In addition, the board 
went along with a recommended 
shift from residential to industry of 
45 percent, up from 38 percent in 
1991, The maximum shift allowed 
by law is 50 percent. Without the 
shift, the overall tax rate would be 
$13.99 in 1992, The classification 
system was first introduced in 1983 
under Proposition 2 1/2 to help 
communities with substantial 
industrial properties shift some of 
the tax burden away from the 
homeowner. 

Krzeminski stressed that despite a 
bad economy the board of assessors 
was trying to maintain an equitable 
tax rate for everyone. He said, 
because of the economy and 
decrease in values, the market for 
commercial and _ industrial 
properties has dropped more 
drastically than for residences. For 
instance, from the beginning of 
1991 to November, 137 permits for 
new homes were issued compared to 
only one industrial permit and one 
commercial permit. Krzeminski 
acknowledged that in today's fiscal 
climate, new businesses will shop 
around and locate in towns having 
lower tax rates. He maintained that 
Wilmington is remaining compe- 
litive in its CIP rates, though local 
restauranteur Rocco DePasquale 
pointed out Wilmington is higher 
than such towns as Andover and 


Tewksbury. Krzeminski said at 
projected CIP rates of $17.37 and 
$18.25 for Andover and 
Tewksbury, respectively, Wilming- 
ton was still competitive because it 
has a better industrial base than 
those two towns, 

In reference to the real estate 
market, Krzeminski said homes 
selling for $225,000 or more have 
seen a greater decrease in value than 
homes in the $125,000 to $200,000 
range. Those homes selling fastest 
are those in the latter price range, 
he added. As an example of the 
effect of the proposed new rates on 
a home assessed at $200,000 last 
year, Krzeminski said taxes would 
increase from $1752 to $2012 in 
1992, but the value would decrease 
by six percent bringing the taxes 
down. 

Krzeminski felt Wilmington's 
figures are in line with those 
projected for neighboring com- 
munities, Burlington, for instance, 
has a projected residential rate of 
$10.30 and a CIP rate of $22.90. 
Tewksbury's residential rate will be 
$11.60 while Andover's will be 
$13.26. 

Selectman Chester Bruce was 
concerned about homeowners 
facing unemployment and other 
hardships. Krzeminski said while 
citizens aged 65 or older can apply 
for a deferment on their taxes and 
clause 18 covers hardship for 
reasons of age, health, and 
infirmity, there is little help for 
those in the mid-age bracket who 
are out of work, Anyone unhappy 
with their assessment can file for an 
abatement. Residents have 30 days 
from the date tax bills are mailed in 
January to apply for an abatement if 
they wish to appeal. 

During his presentation, the 
Principal Assessor noted that the 
town's levy has increased from 
$20,803,222 to $21,781,157 for 
1992. The figures approved by 
selectmen will now be forwarded to 
the State Department of Revenue so 
the new rates can be finalized. 


Questions wisdom of 
betterment plan change

At least one Wilmington resident 
last week questioned the wisdom of 
including Article Four in Monday's 
town meeting warrant. That article 
asks voters to reconsider the better- 
ment method of funding sewer 
projects. The article was submitted 
by Town Manager Michael Caira as 
a result of concerns raised about the 
difficulty of paying betterments for 
the Northeast Interceptor Sewer 
line in these lean economic times. 
The main concern at last 
Thursday's joint hearing on the 
warrant seemed to be the difficulty 
of addressing such an important 
issue on short notice. In addition, 
some people questioned the fairness 
to residents who are already paying 
betterments and who could, in 
effect, pay "twice" if the article 
passes and the cost is passed on to 
the entire town, 
Caira said the intent of the article 
which is like a referendum question, 
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is to get the issue out on the table, He 
said the article could be amended to 
include a specific method of funding 
in the future or a committee could 
be established to review various 
funding possibilities. Caira added 
his personal feeling is that major 
infrastructure projects ought to be 
funded townwide since the benefit is 
felt by all homeowners. Caira went 
on to say the most reasonable way to 
pass on the cost to residents would 
be through the tax rate, which is 
deductible. 

When fincom Chairman Paul Pa- 
lizzolo questioned if some residents 
would end up, paying twice, Caira 
acknowledged, "every decision will 
effect somebody one way or 
another." He said though anyone 
unemployed or facing hardship 
would not be eligible for an

Smith vents frustration over 
delays in sewer proposal.

For the first time in a public 
hearing, Water and Sewer Com- 
mission Chairman Arthur Smith 
gave voice to his board's frustration 
with temporary and possible per- 
manent delays in the Northeast 
Interceptor Sewer Project. A bitter 
Smith said Thursday, while com- 
missioners would "bow" to the will 
of the voters at next Monday's 
special town meeting, they would 
not give in to the voices of "20 or 30 
people." 

Smith gave vent to his feelings and 
sought to justify the six million 
dollar project despite today's bad 
economy at a joint hearing of the 
planning board and_ finance 
committee. The hearing was called 
to review the eight articles on the 
town meeting warrant. 

Smith explained, even if voters 
defeat articles to rescind or re- 
consider the sewer project, 
commissioners will not continue 
unless they have the full support of 
the board of selectmen. 

"We are not going to commit any 
more time to this program on our 
own. Unless we have total backing 
of the board of selectmen we will 
not proceed," he vowed. Selectmen 
are sponsoring ‘Article three to 
reconsider the project. Bob Cain, 
the only selectman in attendance at 
the meeting, told Smith it was not 
his board's intention to stop the 
project, but just to look at 
alternatives. 

Smith compared the inaction on 
the project to the stalemate over the 
town center project. 

"We look like a dog and pony 
show. We have no center. (Instead) 
We have a traffic nightmare on our 
hands," he said. 

The chairman pointed out unless 
the sewer project moves forward 
and an Environmental Impact 
Report is completed as required, 
"sewer expansion in Wilmington is 
dead." He explained that the 
Massachusetts Environmental Po- 
licy Act (MEPA) has called a halt to 
any more sewer work in town 
unless an EIR is submitted. Town 
Manager Michael Caira sought to

clarify Smith's statement. He said 
even if voters rescind or reconsider 
the project, they can come back at a 
later meeting and appropriate funds 
to do the EIR. 

In answer to residents Tony 

Capuano and Iva Rideout, who 
sympathized with homeowners who 
will have to pay betterment costs, 
Smith said it could be another three 
years before the first payment 
would be due, He estimated it could 
take up to a year to complete the 
EIR and two years to construct the 
trunkline. Smith and fincom's 
Walter Kaminski pointed out the 
time is ripe to construct the new line 
since construction costs are low, 
G.E. has agreed to pick up one 
million dollars of the total project 
cost, the need to build five pumping 
stations will be eliminated by 
following the railroad line, and

trunk will increase property values 
and eliminate the need for septic 
systems, whose costs keep 
increasing.

Henry Sullivan, who is petitioning 
voters to rescind the sewer project, 
said over 100 residents gladly 
signed his petition. His wife Barbara 
urged water and sewer commis- 
sioners to "stick to the facts" and not 
m 1 the public, especially on the 
impact of nitrates on Wilmington's 
groundwater. Smith said there are 
56 major contaminants that can 
"attack" groundwater and nitrates 
are only one of them 

Speaking to the need for town 
sewers Barbara Buck, who works 
for the water department, told those 
present she gets calls from citizens 
seeking to tie into the sewer system 
"every day.” 

Fincom Chairman Paul Palizzolo 
was concerned about the status of 
the town's master sewer plan with 


residents challenging the proposed 
route for the new line. Smith said 
the plan has been enforced for the 
past 16 years and has prevented a 
“hodge podge" sewer system, He 
added $431,000 of taxpayer money 
has already been spent on the 
design. 

There was some question during 
the hearing whether Article Three, 
to reconsider the prior article ap- 
propriating the necessary funds for 
the project, was legal. Moderator 
Jim Stewart argued the recon- 
sideration is only appropriate if 
notice of that action was given prior 
to the adjournment of the annual 
meeting last April. Caira main-

approximately 24,442 people who 
are served by groundwater drawn 
rom within three miles of the site." 
This is according to testing done by 
the EPA, They also state that 
vlevated levels of such volatile 
organic compounds as acetone, 
benzene, toluene, methyl ethyl 
Ketone, tricholorocthylene and 
xylene have been found in testing 
the site. Nine different pesticides 
and PCB compounds were also 
detected at locations throughout the 
landfill 

I live on Beverly Avenue in 

“Wilmington. This dump is off of 
South Street in Tewksbury

property could be contaminated as a 
result of contaminated ground- 
vater, surface water and 
windblown particulates and gases. 

This has my husband and I very 
upset to say the least. What bothers 
us the mdst is as follows: In 1982 the 
dump was ordered closed. This was 
initiated by a group back then 
known as C.H.LL.D. Although the 
dump was closed, it seems further 
offivial follow-up was not done at 
that time. Then in 1987, a superior 
court judge ordered the Rocco's to 
provide a closure plan within 90 
days and post a $220,000 bond. 
According to the EPA and town 
officials no plan and bond were 
ever submitted, and the court 
ordered closure remains 
outstanding. 

There were people at the meeting 
on December 2 who state that trucks 
are still entering the dump at night.

There is also a loam screening 
operation that is going on adjacent 
to the site. Who knows which yard 
that loam is in? Because the site is 
still not capped, when it rains the 
water runs off directly into Sutton 

Brook, which is a brook that runs 
through the site and into the 
Shawsheen River. Of course, when 
it rains contaminants are also being 
washed in to the land surrounding 
this dump. We could have these 
contaminants in our back yards 
because of this. Our family is 
supplied drinking water by the 
Town of Wilmington and I know 
that this water is treated, however, I 
would be very concerned if I had a 
well and was supplied my drinking 
water through it. Also a concern is 
the air quality when the wind is 
blowing the right or should I say 
wrong way 
There is now an organization 
called T.O.X,1.C, which has 
brought these points to our 
attention. Their main objective and 
I agree is to get off site air testing, 
off site ground water testing, 
health study, cancer study, and 
what I feel is the most important, 
fencing and capping of the landfill 
as soon as possible, and closing 
loam screening operations adjacent 
to the landfill. They also hope to 
escalate the EPA scoring process 
for superfund monies, and landfill 
lining.

The Tewksbury Democratic Town Committce may have 
avoided a local civil war as a large portion of a colorful block 
of adversary candidates, including high-profile town employ- 
ees, have suddenly withdrawn their nomination papers. 

In a highly unusual move 11 prominent Tewksbury 
Democrats have filed formal "Withdrawal of Nomination" 
notices with the Secretary of the Commonwealth, ending their 
brief candidacies for the March 10 primary election, when 
both major parties select town and state committee members 
in Massachusetts. The 11 Democrats were part of a 
reportedly large, well organized opposition slate, bent on 
deposing most of the incumbents on the Tewksbury 
Democratic Town Committee. 

Dropping out of the Democratic contest are Police Chief 
John R. Mackey, School Committeeman Kevin Anderson, 
High School Assistant Principal Anthony Romano, Elisabeth 
R. Desmarais, Yolanda Luongo, Mary A. Kane, Joan F. 
Sutherby, Jean K. Walsh, John C. Kane, Richard F, Sutherby 
and Shawsheen Tech Assistant Superintendent John F, 
McDermott. 

Insiders say the slate is the political creation of "a high 
ranking, appointed town official" and that many remaining on 
the opposition slate are town employees. Still in the hunt are 
Assessor Norm Boudreau, Assistant Assessors Barbara 
Flanagan and Joe Doherty, two Department of Public Works 
employees, Thomas J. Casey and Evelyn Doherty, and School 
Committeeman Richard O'Neill Jr., an attorney for local 
developers. 

"I have substantive information that a high-ranking 
municipal employee has coordinated this slate during his 
work hours at the Town Hall. I am considering requesting an 
official inquiry," said Selectman Charles Coppola, a senior 
member of the Democratic Town Committee. 

The Town Committee includes most of the community's 
prominent Democrats, many of whom have worked 
steadfastly on the campaigns of local and state office holders. 
Incumbents include committee chair Marie Sweeney, also the 
head of Greater Lowell Area Democrats, Dan Sprague, Mary 
Manseau, Merrill Marshall, Dan Morris, Scott Consaul, Rita 
C. O'Brien-Dee, Diane Nahabedian, John Harriman and 
David O'Brien, Tewksbury's first candidate for Democratic 
State Committeeman. 

Town Committee Chairman Marie Sweeney said that she 
was "surprised" by the new slate, attributing its origins to 
someone with a specific "political or personal agenda." 

"I am surprised that another slate was even put together and 
I don't understand where it's coming from because everyone 
was happy with the coalition," said Sweeney. 

The "coalition" is Sweeney's term for a "mostly moderate" 
town committee which since the early 1980's "has made a 
concerted effort to represent different sectors of the town" by 
recruiting people of varied backgrounds, both liberals and 
conservatives. Sweeney said the 11 opposition candidates 
withdrew "because they realized that they had become 
involved in someone else's political or personal agenda," 

Selectman Coppola and other members of the Town 
Committee have suggested that at least some of the opposition 
slate candidates were recruited without being "fully 
informed". Yolanda Lyondosworks at Town Hall and said she 
withdrew her candidacyt because "I didn't know what I was 
signing for." Luondo declined any further comment, refusing 
to identify the as-yet-unnamed town official who Coppola 
contends may have recruited candidates during work hours, 

Briefly in Politics... 

Three members of the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
were scheduled to go to Middlesex Superior Court 
Wednesday morning in the case of the Commonwealth vs. 
Michael V. McCoy. The former selectman is charged with 
assault and battery on Selectman Bob Cain, stemming from 
the highly publicized town hall incident of November 13, 
1989. Scheduled to testify with Cain and McCoy were 
Selectmen Bob Doucette and Chet Bruce, both of whom 
had been subpoenaed by the Middlesex County District 
Attomey. However, according to D.A, spokesman Jill Riley 
there has been a last minute postponement, moving the trial 
date to February 5, 1992. "It keeps going on", said Selectman 
Bob Cain, refering to the sudden delay and saying "I've lost 
track" when asked how many postponements have, taken place 
in what appears to be a never-ending case. 

Wilmington Town Clerk Pat Ward sings her town 
meeting swan song next Monday night, taking minutes to the 
meeting for the last time before her January retirement date. 
Colleagues are already planning the big retirement bash, set 
for January 15, 1992 at the Casa Di Fior. “Pat exemplifies 
good, public service and her shoes will be tough for anyone 
to fill", said Selectman Mark Haldane. 

Dot Butler is said to be mulling an application for the 
vacant seat on the Wilmington Housing Authority, a seat 
yacated by her political mentor Mike Donovan who ran 
Butler's unsuccessful campaign for the Authority in 1991, 
Also showing interest is former candidate Terry McKenna, 
who like Butler lost a narrow race to Joan Sadowski. 
Meanwhile, town fathers are awaiting Donovan's formal 
resignation letter, requisite before the selectmen and 
Authority members can meet jointly to make an appointment 
for the remaining four months in Donovan's term. 

Though residential home values have dropped an average 
of seven percent, Wilmington's tax rate will jump by $1.30 
per thousand, meaning the average taxpayer will have to fork 
over an extra $120.00 in property taxes next year. The 
industrial rate jumped a significant $4.00 per thousand, 
ironically just as industrial values plummeted 18 percent. 

Speaking of taxes, Wilmington's Town Treasurer Joe 
Peters reports that collections are faring well, despite the 

economic times, due to "aggressive but fair" collection 
efforts. Only 7.8 percent of property tax bills remain 
outstanding, a total of $564,000. The town's chief collector 
said that the decline in "new growth", or housing starts, is a 
critical problem for Wilmington which can only be expected 
to "get worse" next year. Peters also said the ncw system of 
billing property taxes quarterly “is working well," saving the 
town significant "borrowing in anticipation of revenue" costs. 
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Tenant targets 
renovation work

One of the tenants of the two 
handicapped units in the new 
building at Deming Way spoke out 
Tuesday at the Wilmington Housing 
Authority meeting and offered 
Suggestions to improve living 
conditions for the disabled. The 
units are undergoing renovations to 
the bathroom and kitchen to bring 
them up to the Architectural Access 
Board (AAB) Code. 

Cindy Krumm, who has multiple 
sclerosis and moved into her apart- 
ment last April, said the designs 
created by Independent Living and 
Jackson Homes Services would 
make it easier for she and others to 
move around the units, The designs 
cover such things as relocating the 
refrigerator, putting the microwave 
on a lower level, and installing 
swing shelves for storage and 
cabinets with a lip so canned goods 
don't get knocked off. The designs, 
she explained, would be less costly 
than work currently proposed and 
would mean less disruption to her 
life and a more efficient kitchen. 
Krumm said she was never 
informed about the proposed 
renovations and, in some instances, 
the 12 changes will not meet her 
needs, 

Executive Director Ella Belmore 
told the board the work is underway 
to address violations to the AAB 
Code. She said the work was 
"overlooked" during the con- 
struction period and, in fact, some 
of the "slight deficiencies" were due 
to the contractor not doing proper 
things like making deep enough cuts 
under cabinets. Belmore added the 
handicapped units should have 
regular ovens installed rather than 
just microwave ovens currently in 
place. 

While the board welcomed 
Krumm's suggestions and promised 
Belmore would bring them to the 
attention of the State Executive 


Office of Communities and 
Development, Belmore noted the 
work is currently out to bid and will 
meet minimum standards of the 
AAB Code. Dan Gillis explained 
this was the authority's first 
experience with handicapped units 
and it was up to EOCD, which is 
footing the bill, to make sure the 
architect does his job. 

In a related matter, Krumm ques- 
tioned the lack of air conditioners in 
the building. She explained because 
of her disability she is under 
doctor's orders to have an air con- 
ditioned apartment in the summer, 
Krumm said, as a result of extreme 
heat and no air conditioning last 
summer, she suffered a flare up of 
her M.S. from which she is only 
now recovering. 

Belmore reiterated statements 
made at a prior meeting and 
explained EOCD will not fund air 
conditioners in the units. Chairman 
Tom Siracusa refused to accept 
EOCD's decision saying air 
conditioners are "a case of survival” 
for tenants. He vowed to drive 
tenants to the State House himself to 
force the issue with EOCD. Dan 
Gillis took a more moderate stance 
and suggested the entire board meet 
with EOCD officials on the issue. 

Complicating matters is the fact 
that there is only one window in the 
handicapped units. Fire officials 
want that window to remain free 
from obstruction so it can be used as 
a possible fire exit, said Krumm, 
who suggested instead EOCD install 
double hung windows so an air 
conditioner can go on the top. 

Al Meegan urged the board to 
pursue the matter. 

"I do not want to be responsible in 
the summer for anyone being 
carried out in a body bag," he said. 

The board plans to meet with 
EOCD, hopefully on December 20 
to discuss the issue,

A Wilmington resident, Dr. 
Kenneth M. Leavitt's ground 
breaking work with toe joint 
implants was recently published by 
the Journal of Foot Surgery in a 
paper titled "Titanium Hemi-Great 
Toe Implant: Preliminary Study of 
its Efficacy" (Volume 30, No. 3, 
1991). This paper, the culmination 
of a retrospective three year study 
to evaluate the effectiveness of the 
titanium hemi-great toe implant, is 
the first study of its kind mentioned 
in the literature. 

The implant, which is designed to 
alleviate pain in arthritic toe joints, 
is a prosthetic device not unlike 
those used for major joint implants 
in the knee and hip. The device 
replaces a portion of a painful, 
degenerative, toe joint when 
conservative, non-surgical 
treatments have failed to alleviate 
discomfort and debilitation. "The 
implant has special promise for use 
in younger patients, since it should 
last for the lifetime of the patient," 
Leavitt said.

“The business person in me 
comes from my father,” she said. 

One of the earliest successes 
Turco-Stavros remembers is sell- 
ing the most candy in school affil- 
iatcd sales. In one case she won a 
Honda Motorcycle for selling the 
most candy bars as part of a 
fundraiser at Burlington High 
School. 

After marriage, she started an 
antique store in Stoneham. 
However, when she wanted to 
expand, she had the opportunity to 
buy her fathers old shop, formerly 
Sal and Son's Swing Center, when 
he and her brother Tory Turco, 
moved to a larger location. 

Turco-Stavros first opened up 
the new shop as a combination 
antique store and doll shop. 

At that time, she heard of the 
shortage in Cabbage Patch Dolls 
and took off to Canada, where she 
was able to export some back to 
the shop for resale. 

The dolls eventually took over 
the shop and name doll designers 
such as Michelle Malpica, Brigida 
Dival, Harold Naber (the Naber 
Kids), Annette Helmstead, Ashton 
Drake, the Raikes Bears and the 
Effenbee collections all started to 
appear, 

Bobbi and Bill are now in the 
process of building a new home in 
Burlington, which is near comple- 
tion, and one whole room is just 
for her doll collection. 

This past weekend Malpica, 
joined the long line of doll makers 
that has appeared at the shop for a 
signing party. 

Turco-Stavros explained that 
Malpica dolls are made from all 
natural materials. 

The dolls are made from cemit 
(a clay resin material) and are all 
hand sculpted. 

The artist then uses antique 
clothing, rags and scraps of ani- 
mal furs to clothe the dolls which 
sell for $125 to $400 apiece. 

The Helmstead dolls have 
become a favorite of Turcos- 
Stavros daughter Tiffany. 

The German artist, uses real 
children as models for her dolls

Tiffany, who was adopted from 
Korea, used to be fascinated by 
blonde dolls. However, when 
Turco-Stavros asked hier to pick a 
doll for a gift last year, she imme- 
diately went to a Taki doll which 
is a Japanese figure designed by 
Helmstead. 

Turco-Stavros notes that not all 
of the dolls designed by 
Helmstead or by Nabers are beau- 
tiful. 

However, the two artists are 
known for the life-like features of 
their dolls and as you look at the 
examples of the art work, the 
beauty of a natural thing jumps 
out at you. 

Turco-Stavros draws from her 
extensive research into the history 
of dolls and notes that Naber is 
another German artist, who origi- 
nally travelled to Alaska to 
become a bush pilot. 

While he was there he took up 
carving and the Naber Kids were 
the result. 

According to Turco-Stavros his 
first doll sold for $50. The mold 
was eventually broken in 1987 
and the doll is now worth about 
$2,500 on the secondary market. 

Turco-Stavros is not the only 
collector in her family. 

Mother, Helen, has a complete 
collection of the Ashton Drake 
dolls and her sister Darlene 
Brown of Dracut has what Turco- 
Stavros describes as “a beautiful 
collection.” 

Another sister, Rosemarie Vado 
of Woburn is not into dolls and 
neither is brother Tory. However, 
Turco-Stavros said she is trying to 
get Tory’s son into collecting 
teddy bears. 

Husband Bill is a collector 
also. However, not of dolls, but of 
trains, 

According to Turco-Stavros, 
many of the women collectors she 
has met seem to have husbands 
who are into collecting model 
trains, 

This difference of collections 
does not keep the two apart, how 
ever. 

Bill spends much of his time

There is one-third of a really 
great movie buried in this holiday 
extravaganza. The rest of this 
flick is a miscalculation aimed at 
our heartstrings that can't over- 
come numerous, stilted Hallmark 
moments, 

Using that old "Penny 
Serenade" trick of playing a 
tecord to set the characters memo- 
ties in first gear, the story begins 
with an aged, but still feisty Bette 
Midler refusing to attend a ban- 
quet in her honor. The problem? 
She doesn't want to see her ex- 
Partner, a song and dance man 
played by James Caan. As a disc 
is dropped onto the turntable, she 
begins to tell her life's history to 
the young assistant dispatched to 
pick her up. 

It is this timewom schtick that 
actually works the best, as the 
beginning of the movie is upbeat, 
believable and honest. Midler 
plays a typical 1940s girl singer 
whos uncle (George Segal) is 
head writer for Eddie Sparks, a 
famous singer who is in England

whose relationship spans three wars and fifty years in 
"For The Boys," a comedic drama with music. 


entertaining the boys. Midler's 
Dixie Leonard is a bundle of raw 
talent who winds up on a stage 
with Sparks during an air raid. 
She needs polish, but there is rec- 
ognizable greatness in her, so 
Sparks agrees to ditch his single 
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in favor of a team act. Midler, 
Segal and Norman Fell shine in 
this third of the movie. Just as you 
think you are settling in for a real- 
ly boffo holiday flick, the story 
reaches for greatness through 
morose crescendos and crashing 
melodramas. 

The career of Sparks and 
Leonard is marked by several 
wars, the Hollywood black list, 
marital infidelity and death. And 
you can see all of this coming at 
you several scenes ahead of time. 
Plot twists in this script are as 
obvious as the painted-on liver 
spots dotting Midler and Caan as 
they age. There is the scene where 
Dixie meets her soldier husband 
while performing in Europe. It 
doesn't take much imagination to 
figure out it's the last time we'll 
see him. 

Midler's energy does help to 
liven up a scene here or there as 
the story unwinds, but the plot 
really drags by the time the per- 
formers make it to Korea.

New local firm offers 
scholarship assistance . 


Think back to high school. 
Scholarships and financial assis- 
tance commonly went to those 
who either were disadvantaged 
economically or had the highest 
grades. "We're attempting to 
change that concept," said Peter 
Blume, Executive Director of 
Dollars for Scholars. "We want 
students and their parents to know 
that there is hope.” 

Dollars For Scholars is a finan- 
cial aid search company that uses 
computer technology to match 
students with various sources of 
assistance. These sources include 
scholarships, grants, fellowships, 
and other types of awards. "Our 
data banks currently contain over 
12,000 sources,” Blume said. 
"Furthermore, the majority of 
those sources contain multiple 
awards. The total dollar amount 
represented is over $500 million." 

Students complete a data form 
indicating career objectives, hob- 
bies, interests, parental affilia- 
tions, and income, among other 
items, The data form is then sent 
to Dollars For Scholars for pro- 
cessing, After about three weeks, 
the student receives a report list- 
ing from six up to 25 sources that 
have been matched individually to 
the student, in addition to other 
pertinent information on Federal 
and State government aid pro- 
grams, and how to conduct your 
financial aid search. ' 

Dollars For Scholars guaran- 
tees a minimum of six sources to 
as many as 25 for a modest pro- 
cessing fee, which is less than the 
cost of two college applications. 
State and Federal sources provid- 
ed are not counted in the six 
source minimum. A full refund is 
granted in the event the minimum 
is not met, 


"Our service is not meant to 
replace career counselors in the 


school system; quite the contrary," 
Blume said. "We are very careful 
not to include in our databanks the 
same information that is available 
to school counselors...however, 
our goals are the same; to encour- 
age as many students as possible 
to continue their education." 

As an example, one of Blume's 
first clients received 19 sources to 
contact for possible financial aid. 
According to Blume, "The family 
was extremely pleased because 
they had thought such monetary 
assistance was unavailable to fam- 
ilies in their income bracket." 

Blume first saw the need for 
this type of service when his 
daughter sought sources of finan- 
cial help to go to college. "Her 
high school counselors didn't have 
enough time to research the 
tremendous number of sources 
available and to match them with 
the hundreds of students graduat- 
ing in her class with vastly differ- 
ent interests and qualifications," 
he said. "High school-and college 
counselors are ‘diligent, dedicated, 
hardworking people, but it's diffi- 
cult even for these professionals 
to keep abreast of the constantly 
changing market of financial aid 
for students." 

"Parents and students become 
frustrated and angry trying to 
come up with sources of their 
own. Often, much of the informa- 
tion is contradictory and Confus- 
ing, and can leave a person feel- 
ing helpless and not knowing 
what to do or where to go." Blume 
said his company's goal is to 
allow anyone and everyone the 
opportunity to pursue higher edu- 
cation without financial con- 
straints.

Good gardening practices 


Gardeners and the pests that 
plague their gardens have been 
battling since the beginning of 
time. As the years went on, more 
and more chemicals were devel- 
oped to "help" *the gardener eradi- 
cate all the pests but it's now time 
to find environmentally safe ways 
to get rid of the pests because we 
are now aware of the harmful 
effects of many of these "helpful 
chemicals.” 

The following list of sugges- 
tions offered by the Essex 
Conservation District will help to 
cut down on the need for chemical 
pesticides and help the gardener 
be more aware of natural ways to 
prevent the growth and spread of 
various diseases which can effect 
the growth of a healthy garden. 
Please keep in mind that a pest 
does not have to be eliminated but 
controlled: 

1, Keep the Garden Clean - 
this is most important. By remov- 
ing weeds, dead leaves, and dis- 
eased plants the pests have few 
places to grow, breed and hide. 
Do not compost the diseased 
plants to prevent spread of the dis- 
ease the next year. Do not use flat 
boards in the garden for walk- 
ways. These give shelter for many 
pests which could attack vegeta- 
bles at night. Use only loose, 
fibrous mulch which won't mat 
down allowing fungus to grow. 


2. Know the Proper Care of 
the Plants you are Planting - this 
may seem simple but if a plant 
necds full sun and a neutral soil 
and it is getting shade and an acid 
soil it will not thrive which invites 
pests to attack. The best defense 
against disease is to have healthy 
plants. Be sure to keep on apply- 
ing the’ proper fertilizer through- 
out the growing season, Most gen- 
cral garden fertilizers are adequate 
as long as they contain a balanced 
amount of nitrogen/phosphorus/ 


potassium. Regular, deep watering 
so that the roots can absorb the 
water before it evaporates, is very 
important. Early morning is the 
best time or late afternoon if nec- 
essary. Proper spacing of the 
plants allows the plants to grow to 
full height without competing 
with other plants. It also allows 
air te flow around the plants 
which prevents fungus growth. 

3. Good Soil Management - 
turn the soil over every year to 
aerate it and loosen it for good 
root growth. Add the necessary 
amount of limestone (determined 
by a soil test for pH or acidity 
level) and organic matter such as 
peat moss, compost, or manure. 
All of these help to improve the 
structure and condition of the soil. 
These also improve the water- 
holding capacity and the fertility 
of the soil. 

4. Know the Pests in the 
Garden- by becoming familiar 
with the problems at hand, you 
can better defend your garden. If 
you know the life cycle of the 
insect which are attacking the 
vegetables then you can reduce 
their numbers in several ways: 

a. Barriers - cutworm collars, 
foil on stems, netting over target 
plants during egg laying stages or 
feeding cycles, soil mulching to 
prevent soil born insects. 

b. Traps --there are traps which 
are somewhat effective such as 
japanese beetle traps, yellow 
paper sticky traps for white flies 
and other flying insects, a bowl of 
yeast water or beer to altract slugs 
and snails and drowns them. 


c. Repellents - such as garlic 
and hot pepper spray have some 
success as well as aromatic plants 
such as marigolds planted in the 
garden. 

5. Use Resistant Plant 
Varieties - Choose varieties from

a reputable seed catalog or garden 
center. Check for varieties which 
list disease resistance or nematode 
resistance. Many newer varieties 
have been developed to be more 
vigorous. 

6. Manual Removal - never 
under estimate the power of the 
human hand! By removing the 
insects manuaily it reduces their 
numbers immediately and safely. 
By interrupting the life cycle of 
the insect, it is often enough to 
prevent a repeat infestation. If col- 
lected, the insects can be put into 
a jar of alcohol or water to drown. 
Morning is the best time for 
removal the insects are the least 
active at this time. 


7. Beneficial Organisms - by 
not using a broad spectrum pesti- 
cide, persons will preserve the 
natural balance of predatory 
insects and organisms which help 
the gardener. Ladybugs, bees, 
wasps and other harmless insects 
actually help keep the harmful 
insects under control and also aid 
in the pollination of the garden 
plants which lead to vegetables 
and fruit. In the presence of pesti- 
cides, it is often the harmful 
insects which survive and the 
harmless ones which are climinat- 
ed leaving the harmful ones to 
take over the garden!
